Greason.— W hat is believed to be 
the m ost widely known tree in the 
entire Cumberland valley is the G rea­ 
son white oak which .stands just to 
the rear of tile Pennsylvania railroad 
station here. 
It is a tree with a na­ 
tional reputation for S. M. St robin, 
one of the railroad agents, tells th a t 
while traveling between St. Louis and 
W itchita, Kansas, in 1865 he met a 
fellow traveler, who upon 
learning 
th at he was from Greason, remarked: 
"Oh, th a t is w hen I saw that m agnif­ 
icent white oak standing by the sta­ 
tion.” 
Many years ago when the Cumber­ 
land Valley Railroad, now a p art of 
the Pennsylvania system, was nego­ 
tiating for the purchase of additional 
land here Robert Greason, owner of 
the tree, hesitated about sidling be­ 
cause he w as fearful that the tree 
would be destroyed. 
Not until an 
agreem ent had been roached whereby 
the company agreed to protect the 
white oak was the deal consummated. 
.Since then it has been protected with 
a hedge enclosure and given inspec­ 
tions by tree surgeons. 
M easurements 
of 
the 
tree 
by 
Joseph S. Illick, of the state depart­ 
ment of forests and waters; showed 
that it is 15 feet and 3 inches in cir­ 
cumference a t one foot 
above the 
ground. 
It is about 75 feet in height 
and has a branch spread of 87 feet. 
Its age is estim ated to bf about 250 
years, which 
Mr. Illick points out 
made it alm ost 150 years old when 
the Cumberland Valley Railroad was 
chartered. 


AUTOS DRIVE 
OUT OLD TROUGHS 


Bloomsburg, Pa.— Increase of mo­ 
tor cars am ong rural 
residents is 
slowly but surely driving out of exist­ 
ence the old-time watering troughs for 
horses. 
A few years ago they were 
to be found on all roads in the rural 
districts. 
These troughs were located every 
few miles along the roads and wehe 
.supplied with w ater from springs lo­ 
cated nearby, the water being piped 
or carried through a wooden trough to 
the w atering trough. Townships paid 
$3 annually fo r the maintenance of 
these troughs, making the payments 
in cash allowing a credit 
of 
that 
amount on the road tax 
assessed 
against the owner. 
A few of tho 
townships continuo this practice of 
compensation, but with the advent of 
the automobile most districts 
have 
dropped it. 
The types of w atering troughs still 
existing vary from the moss-covered, 
hollow’ed-out logs to a modern trough 
of concrete. 
W ith the w atering troughs disap­ 
pearing, gasoline pumps are to be 
found with surprising frequency even 
on the least travelled roads.
